Supervision Received: This is an appointed position for a term of 1 year. The powers and duties of local boards of
appeal are governed by the provisions of State statutes, local ordinances.

Essential Duties and Responsibilities:
e At least one member (usually the chairman) attends and provides a report at the regular scheduled
Selectmen’s meetings bi-monthly (every two months minimum) when there is an appeal in progress.
